Taking advantage of the opportunity of a life-time, 
over 350 football-loving Salinas jayseers and towns- 
people boarded a nine-car Reno-bound special train last 
Friday night with the one express purpose of support- 
ing to their last iotas of energy the final grid effort of 
the colorful SJC footballers of 1940.

FLIGHTS 


Climax of every dodo’s (wing- 
less bird, untrained flyer) course 
of instruction is the cross-country 
solo, Pitting their knowledge and 
experience against the tricky air 
currents of a fifty-mile radius 
they will have a real taste of the 
instrument flying which is so es- 
sential in any field of aviation. 
Armed with an air-navigation 
chart and a compass, the stu- 
dents will plot their own course 
which must include stops in San- 
ta Cruz, Watsonville, and Mon- 
terey. Picking up familiar land 
marks, the course goes to Wat- 
sonville, down the coast to Mon- 
terey, skirts the Fort Ord and 
Camp Clayton area (which is 
prohibited because it is govern- 
ment land) to Marina, then to 
Santa Cruz. At all of these cities, 
with the exception of Marina, 
landings are made and the log 
books of each airport signed. 

Since two hours of cross coun- 
try flying is required for a pi- 
lot’s license, this excursion 
proves the individual’s capacity 
for navigation. A prerequisite for 
the attempt is approximately 30 
flying hours, although this may 
vary with the course and the 
student’s proven ability..

EXCHANGES 


Among the . Exchanges was 
found an interesting article 
about the Long Beach Junior 
College speech class. It seems 
that the class is very fortunate 
and is now using all the latest 
equipment in helping them learn 
to speak correctly. 

The first we noted, not so mod- 
ern but a great help, is a set of 
false teeth made of plaster of 
Paris. It is used to demonstrate 
the proper placement or position 
of the tongue to make consonent 
sounds in phonetics. 

Some of the other equipment 
used is a Spirometer (gadget 
used by students to blow into), 
which measures amount of air 
inhaled and exhaled. 

The Oscillograph shows varia- 
tion and amount of force in the 
voice, in other words, it shows 
how much oomph the voice has. 

The Kymograph records. the 
breath control by charting it on 
a smoked paper by means of a 
rubber tube and needle. 

While the student. is speaking, 
a silent prompter. is used in the 
back of the room and is run by 
the teacher, It indicates if the 
speaker is talking loud enough, 
speaking distinctly, if he is. talk- 
ing to the audience, and if he 
has correct posture,

Tilt To Nevada Frosh 


Salinas Junior College went 
big time with a three day jaunt 
to Reno, Nevada, chartered a spe- 
cial train and sent over two hun- 
dred rooters to spur the team on, 
but a combination of rarified air, 
and bitter cold, not to mention 
a finely co-ordinated football 
team representing the University 
of Nevada Frosh were more than 
enough to toss a damper on the 
Panther’s final 1940 game, by the 
score of 14-7. 

However, even in defeat, the 

Panthers, who complained of the 
high altitude which shortened 
their breath considerably, were 
superb. Once they drove right 
‘down to within a yard of the 
goal line only to have several 
plays lose yardage,’ and on sev- 
eral other occasions a little luck 
on passes would have resulted in 
touchdowns for the locals. The 
weather was snortingly chilly, 
and fires were built right on the 
bleachers at Mackey Field, where 
the game was played. 

Poor punting led to the first 
Nevada touchdown early in the 
first quarter. Nevada had taken 
the opening kickoff from their 


., own 30’and had marched up the 


field all the way to the Salinas 
17. Here the Panther forward 
wall stiffened and Salinas took 
over on downs. Turner kicked 
out of bounds to the Nevada 39 
from where seven plays pro- 
duced the first score of the game. 
Pettiti kicked the extra point, 
and the Panthers were behind 
the seven ball, 7-0. 

But Salinas came right back 
and threw a seven to tie up the 
ball game, and the score was 
made in one big gulp by that 


wiry package of dynamite from 
the sunny slopes of New Mon- 
terey, Manny Chappell. 

Chappell took the Nevada kick- 
off back to the 29. Leonard 
picked up three through the line 
and then two passes failed. Back 
in punt formation, “Chappy” 
took the pass from center, faked 
a kick, which fooled even some 
of his own teammates and then 
started the long 68 yard dash to 
paydirt. He was so tired at the 
end of his run that time out had 
to be called to give him a chance 
to catch his breath. Mack pow- 
ered through center for the extra 
point to make the score 7-7. 

That was all the scoring for 
the Panthers that afternoon. 
They scared the Nevadans, 
though, when they went to the 
one yard line but failed to put it 
over in two tries. A pass from 
Leonard to Chappell who later- 
aled to Branson ate up 39 yards 
in one crack. Another pass from 
Leonard to Stewart, who in turn 
lateralled to Chappell who took 
the ball down to the 8 yard line. 
Chappell rammed down all the 
way to the one on the very next 
play. Two end runs at this point 
failed to produce and the Frosh 
took over. 

Early in the third quarter, the 
Frosh again managed to score, 
putting together a drive of sev- 
enty-one yards for the score. 

During this drive, Kot, Nevada 
left half, was all but impossible 
to stop, tearing off long gains 
consistently. From the Salinas 
seventeen, a pass from Kot to 
Edsal coughed up the six points 
to send the Renoites into the 
lead. Pettiti again converted.

The Salinas Junior College 
Panthers bowed in defeat to the 
Santa Rosa Bear Cubs Friday 
night in their last. conference 
game of the season.

First Period Threat 

The Bear Cubs threatened the 
Panther goal early in the first 
period when a pass from Stein- 
baugh on the Santa Rosa 35 yard 
line was completed to Matulich 
who ran to the Salinas 30 yard 
line before he was run out of 
bounds by Houser and Mack. On 
the next play, Steinbaugh made 
1 yard over center, then went for 
12 yards and a first down to the 
Panther 18 yard line before he 
was brought down by Houser. 
On the next play, Willard Bran- 
son broke through the Cubs’ de- 
fense to throw Steinbaugh for a 
loss of 3 yards. On the next play 
the Cubs lost 3 more yards, and 
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then in a vain attempt to reach 
the goal line, took to the air. 
Both passes fell incomplete and 
the Panthers took possession of 
the ball on their own 24 yard 
line. 

Fourth Period Thrills 

Other than an attempted field 
goal in the latter part of the 
third quarter by John Matulich, 
the second and third periods 
were just a game of push and 
pull, both teams staying close to 
the 50 yard stripe. With the com- 
ing of the fourth and final quar- 
ter both teams opened up in an 
effort to break the 0-0 tie, and 
they gave the fans some real 
thrills. 

In the third play after the 
quarter started the Bear Cubs 
attempted another field goal 
from the 15 yard line. The ball 
was blocked by the Panther line 
and recovered by Jack Cornett 
for Salinas on the 36 yard line. 

In about the middle of the 
fourth quarter the Panthers op- 
ened up; and looked like they 
were touchdown bound when 
they completed a pass from 
Turner on the 18 yard line to
